To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Horbury 
Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  fourth  and  last 
Annual  Report,  covering  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1959. 

Under  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health  Administration 
introduced  twelve  years  ago  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
also  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County 
Council’s  local  health  services,  and  has  similar  functions  in  the 
Borough  of  Morley,  the  Rural  District  of  Wakefield  and  the 
Borough  of  Ossett.  The  scheme  has  integrated  local  health 
and  sanitary  services  at  executive  level.  There  has  been  an 
automatic  improvement  of  co-ordination  and  co-operation 
between  sanitary  district  and  county,  and  more  economic  and 
effective  use  has  been  made  of  professional  staff.  Examples 
of  the  easy  interchange,  where  necessary,  of  staff  are  the  use 
of  County  Council  health  visitors  in  epidemiological  and  hous- 
ing investigations  (local  sanitary  functions)  and  the  assistance 
given  by  local  public  health  inspectors  in  the  supervision  of 
problem  families  (primarily  a County  Council  responsibility). 

The  Divisional  Health  Department  has  indeed  been  moulded 
into  a compact  and  efficient  unit  for  the  promotion  and  pre- 
servation of  the  health  of  a community  of  over  80,00  people. 

The  sectionalisation  and  excessive  specialisation  so  evident 
in  some  larger  units  of  local  government  is  absent  here.  The 
department  works  as  a team  under  a single  leader,  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  personally  guides  every  branch 
of  the  service  and  ensures  co-ordination.  The  unit  is  large 
enough  for  the  effective  organisation  of  community  health  ser- 
vices and  small  enough  to  ensure  the  'personal  touch’.  Some 
administrative  control  of  the  County  Council  services,  especially 
in  relation  to  planning,  policy  and  finance,  must  of  course  be 
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exercised  from  County  Hall  but  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
is  allowed  sufficient  autonomy  and  discretion  in  his  day-to-day 
handling  of  the  services  to  ensure  the  absence  of  any  of  the 
disadvantages  of  remote  control.  He  also  benefits,  whether 
acting  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  or  as  local  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  from  the  ready  availability  of  advice  from  the  specialist 
and  other  highly -experienced  professional  and  administrative 
staff  which  only  a large  authority  like  the  County  Council  can 
afford  to  employ.  The  West  Riding  divisional  scheme  of  ad- 
ministration of  health  services  has  an  extraordinarily  high  repu- 
tation throughout  the  country  and  I personally  am  proud  to 
have  played  a part,  however  small,  in  its  development. 


The  statistical  sections  of  my  report  give  details  of  the  con- 
tinued progress  in  all  fields.  Some  of  the  work  is  singularly 
unspectacular.  Services  such  as  slum  clearance,  re -housing, 
immunisation,  control  of  food,  water  and  sanitation  are  now 
taken  for  granted.  It  is  only  when  they  fail  or  falter  that  news 
is  made. 


Serious  forms  of  infectious  diseases  have  almost  been  elimin- 
ated but  not  necessarily  for  all  time.  Any  relaxation  in  our 
standards  could  have  dire  results.  The  effect  of  one  dry  summer 
on  the  public  water-supply  of  a part  of  this  divisional  area 
was  a gentle  reminder  to  local  councils  of  the  perils  of  com- 
placency. Perhaps  it  demonstrated  too  that  in  the  running  of 
vital  public  services  failure  to  spend  can  prove  shockingly  ex- 
travagant ! 


The  vital  statistics  of  the  district  in  1959 — as  of  the  division 
as  a whole — give  an  overall  picture  of  a healthy  and  prosperous 
community.  They  do  not  however  reveal  certain  weaknesses  so 
obvious  to  every  worker  in  the  fields  of  health  and  welfare.  I 
refer,  of  course,  to  the  two  underprivileged  classes  of  modern 
society,  the  aged  and  the  mentally  ill.  With  regard  to  the 
former  the  public  conscience  has  at  last  been  aroused  and  almost 
every  local  authority  is  spending  more  on  preventive  health 
services  designed  to  assist  elderly  persons  to  live  actively, 
healthily  and  happily  in  their  own  homes.  The  domiciliary  health 
services— home  nursing,  domestic  help,  health  visiting,  warden 
schemes,  chiropody,  recuperative  home  treatment,  etc. — are  all 
being  developed,  expanded,  or  utilised  more  freely  for  the 
aged  of  the  community.  It  is  not  always  realised  however  that 
perhaps  the  most  important  health  service  for  the  aged  is  the 
provision  of  suitable  housing. 
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Much  more  of  the  resources  of  our  affluent  society  will  have 
to  be  devoted  to  this  end.  The  public  will  have  to  be  per- 
suaded to  devote  slightly  less,  to  the  luxuries  of  current  living 
in  order  to  invest  more  in  their  own  old  age.  The  cost  will 
not  be  insignificant — except  by  comparison  with  the  thousands 
of  millions  of  pounds  annually  sacrificed  on  the  altars  of  alcohol, 
tobacco,  television  and  transport  ! History  will  assess  our 
civilisation  from  our  sense  of  values,  not  our  taste  for  gadgets. 

Similarly,  the  proper  care  of  the  mentally  ill  is  dependent 
on  the  replacement  of  apathy,  ignorance,  superstition  and  pre- 
judice, by  sympathy,  enlightenment,  tolerance  and  genuine  good 
will.  The  new  Mental  Health  Act  enables  local  health  authorities 
to  provide  services  for  the  care,  within  the  community,  of  those 
suffering  or  recovering  from  mental  disorder.  Much  is  being 
planned  in  the  way  of  training  centres,  hostels,  intensified  social 
work,  closer  liaison  with  hospitals  and  general  practitioners,  etc., 
but  the  success  of  these  ventures  will  in  the  long  run  rest  more 
on  the  public  attitude  towards  the  mentally  afflicted  than  on 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

As  indicated  in  my  opening  paragraph,  my  term  of  office 
with  your  Authority  is  at  an  end  though,  as  Deputy  County 
Medical  Officer  my  interest  in  your  health  will  continue.  My 
last  and  very  pleasant  function  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  to  thank  you,  members  and  officials  alike,  for  the  consistency 
of  your  support  and  the  cordiality  and  warmth  of  your  fellow- 
ship. 


May  I,  in  conclusion,  also  thank  my  hard -worked  divisional 
staff  for  their  devotion  and  loyalty,  and  the  general  practitioners 
of  the  division  for  their  active  co-operation,  good-will  and 
tolerance.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


A.  HOSPITALS. 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  Horbury,  but  reasonably  adequate 
facilities  are  available  in  Wakefield,  Dewsbury  and  Leeds,  under 
the  administration  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Patients  with  infectious  diseases  may  be  admitted  to  Snape- 
thorpe  Isolation  Hospital,  Wakefield,  or  to  Seacroft  Hospital, 
Leeds.  The  latter  hospital  admits  all  cases  of  acute  poliomye- 
litis from  this  area. 

Maternity  hospital  facilities  are  available  at  several  centres 
in  the  Dewsbury  and  Wakefield  areas.  Priority  is  given  to 
abnormal  cases  and  to  mothers  living  in  coalitions  unsuitable 
for  domiciliary  confinement.  Many  expectant  mothers  requiring 
hospital  confinement  are  booked  through  the  Divisional  Health 
Office,  th:s  department  being  in  a position  to  advise  on  social 
circumstances. 

There  is  one  Registered  Private  Maternity  Home  in  Horbury. 


B.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


The  local  Ambulance  Service  is  provided  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council.  There  is  no  local  Depot,  the  nearest 
available  Depot  for  the  district  being  Stanley  Road,  Wakefield, 
telephone  number  Wakefield  3731. 


C.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wood  Street,  Wakefield, 
(under  the  administration  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health)  accepts  specimens  for  bacteriological, 
virological,  entomological  and  chemical  investigations  from 
General  Practitioners  and  Public  Health  Department  staff.

The  Care  of  Illegitimate  Children.

These  mothers  are  seen  in  the  home  by  the  Health  Visitor 
and  encouraged  to  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  regularly. 


Provision  of  Welfare  Foods,  etc. 

Most  proprietary  brands  of  milk  and  other  infant  foods  are 
sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  for  the  convenience  of  mothers 
and  special  brands  of  milk  are  ordered  when  necessary. 

Welfare  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice,  vitamin  A and  D tablets, 
and  National  Dried  Milk,  are  also  distributed  at  the  Child  Wel- 
fare Clinics.

Analgesia. 


All  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  gas  and  air 
analgesia  and  provided  with  the  necessary  equipment.  Analgesia 
is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring  it,  subject  to  satisfactory 
medical  examination  by  a doctor.  55  women  received  gas  and 
air  analgesia  during  1959. 


D.  HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  duties  of  a Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of 
School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  advice  on  the  care  of  children  and  persons  (in- 
cluding adults)  suffering  from  illness,  and  of  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the 
home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 


E.  HOME  HELPS. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households  “where 
such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who 
is  ill,  lying-in,  and  expectant  mothers,  mentally  defectives,  aged, 
or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age". 


During  1959,  65  cases  were  attended  by  Home  Helps,  and 
the  total  number  of  hours  worked  was  7311^.

F.  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE. 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after- 
care of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness  or 
defect,  venereal  disease  and  other  illnesses. 


G.  MENTAL  HEALTH. 

Horbury  has  the  part-time  services  of  a Mental  Health 
Social  Worker,  who  is  largely  concerned  with  the  care  of  mentally 
defective  patients,  under  Statutory  Supervision  and  Guardianship, 
and  those  patients  who,  having  been  discharged  from  their 
Detention  Orders  in  Institution  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts, 
1913/1938,  have  elected  to  receive  Voluntary  Supervision  at 
home;  she  also  undertakes  pre-care  and  after-care  of  patients 
suffering  from  mental  illness. 


The  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  carries  out  her  duties  in 
close  liaison  with  the  Mental  Hospitals  and  Mental  Deficiency 
Institutions,  and  with  those  statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  con- 
cerned with  social  welfare  generally. 


Every  effort  is  made  to  rehabilitate  the  higher- grade 
defectives,  and  to  secure  suitable  employment  for  them  in  local 
industry.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

In  1953,  the  County  Council  put  into  operation  a scheme  to 
provide  protective  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  for  a selected 
group  of  school  children. 
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This  scheme  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The 
immunising  vaccine  to  be  used  was  B.C.G.  and  the  selected 
age -group  was  that  of  children  in  their  fourteenth  year.  The 
group  was  chosen  for  certain  approved  reasons,  one  being  the 
further  year  in  school  during  which  observation  and  supervision 
could  be  kept  over  the  child,  and  also  the  desirability  of  affording 
protection  to  adolescents  in  the  early  years  of  their  employment 
in  industry  and  elsewhere.  This  scheme  was  put  into  operation 
in  Horbury  in  1955. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  was  offered  to  all  children  in  this  age 
group  in  the  period  under  review,  acceptance  being  voluntary.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  is  also  available  at  the  local  Chest  Clinic 
for  ascertained  contacts  of  tuberculosis. 


Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 

Early  in  January  of  this  year  the  Minister  of  Health 
announed  the  extension  of  the  above  scheme  to  include  all 
persons  born  on  or  after  the  1st  January,  1933,  and  a number 
of  priority  groups.  With  the  obvious  probability  that  the 
majority  of  this  new  group  would  be  in  full  daytime  employ- 
ment, the  West  Riding  County  Council  agreed  to  the  arranging 
of  evening  sessions  at  convenient  centres  in  this  Division  and  the 
Welfare  Clinic,  Croft  House,  Ossett,  was  chosen  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  Horbury  District.  In  addition  an  approach  was 
made  to  a number  of  factories  in  the  District  and  the  response 
was  such  that  it  was  considered  advisable  to  arrange  special 
sessions  at  some  of  these  factories.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  AND 
CLEANSING  SUPERINTENDENT,  1959. 

To  : The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Horbury  Urban  District  Council. 


April,  1960. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  once  again  the  pleasure  of  submitting  my  Annual 
Report  dealing  with  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  1959. 

Insofar  as  new  legislation  is  concerned  the  year  seems  to 
have  been  especially  notable  with  regard  to  the  law  relating  to 
slaughterhouses  and  slaughtering.  During  the  year  a number 
of  Orders  and  Regulations  have  been  forthcoming  from  the 
Government  all  of  which  have  been,  in  the  opinion  of  most 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  long  overdue. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Once  again  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  a weekly 
collection  of  domestic  refuse.  Whether  this  can  continue  in- 

definitely, in  view  of  the  number  of  new  houses  being  built, 
without  an  increase  in  staff  is  rather  doubtful,  even  if  the  ‘skip’ 
system  of  collection  is  continued.  New  properties  invariably 
have  their  bins  tucked  away  discreetly  at  the  back,  and  this 
most  necessary  service  becomes  more  difficult  year  after  year. 

During  the  year  experiments  were  made  with  bin  trolleys 
in  an  effort  to  cut  down  on  dust  emission  and  spillage  and  the 
possibility  of  altering  the  method  of  collection  is  still  receiving 
attention.  The  tip  at  the  gravel  quarry  is  to  be  acquired  by  the 
Council  and  will  provide  tipping  space  for  many  years.  It 

is  far  from  ideal  but  its  isolated  situation  permits  tipping 
operations  to  be  carried  out  without  nuisance.  Some  trouble 
from  fires  has  been  experienced  during  the  year.  These  are 

surface  fires  apparently  started  by  youths,  and  by  the  following 
morning  are  difficult  and  costly  to  extinguish.  A refuse  tip 

must  surely  be  a doubtful  playground  ! 

Salvage. 

The  separation  of  loose  tin  scrap  at  the  tip  is  still 
uneconomical  and  thus  income  from  scrap  metal  is  derived  from 
irregular  quantities  sold  from  the  Town’s  yard. 
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Waste  paper  continues  to  be  the  main  source  of  salvage 
revenue  and  a total  of  166  tons  were  salvaged  and  sold  during 
the  1959-60  financial  year.  During  the  year  the  Health  Com- 
mittee agreed  that  cardboard  should  be  baled  and  sold  as  such 
and  this  has  helped  a little  to  increase  our  revenue  from  the 
Board  mill. 

In  all  a total  of  174  tons  of  materials  were  salvaged 
realising  a gross  amount  of  £1,364  and  the  sum  of  £227  was 
credited  to  the  rate  fund  during  the  financial  year.  The  more 
paper  sent  for  salvage  by  the  public,  the  more  money  can  be 
credited  to  the  rate  fund.  Far  too  much  useful  paper  is  being 
placed  in  dustbins  and  cannot  be  recovered,  and  I appeal  for 
the  co-operation  of  house-holders  in  this  matter. 

Food  Hygiene. 

Visits  have  continued  to  food  shops  in  the  district  and 
observations  indicate  a willingness  in  retailers  to  do  their  utmost 
to  sell  clean  food.  The  new  Codes  of  Practice  for  the  retail 
meat  trade,  issued  by  the  Government,  are  sound  publications 
well  worthy  of  attention.  Three  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken 
and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  a number  of  instances  of  foreign  objects 
in  food  have  been  reported  to  the  Committee,  the  view  being 
taken,  after  obtaining  the  observations  of  the  manufacturers, 
that  warnings  should  be  given  so  that  greater  supervision  could 
be  made  at  the  place  of  manufacture.  Most  manufacturers  of 
foodstuffs  go  to  extreme  lengths  to  safeguard  their  products 
and  thus  provide  a wholesome  article  for  consumption,  but  they 
must  rely  to  a large  extent  on  the  goodwill  and  good  sense 
of  their  employees. 

Meat  Inspection. 

All  animals  killed  at  the  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district 
were  inspected  prior  to  release  to  retail  establishments.  The 
owner  of  the  slaughterhouse  has  indicated  his  willingness  to 
comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  governing 
hygiene  and  construction,  and  to  install  electricity. 

The  amount  of  diseased  meat  surrendered  was  reasonable 
as  reference  to  tables  6 and  8 will  show. 


Draining  and  Closet  Accommodation. 

All  but  13  isolated  properties  are  on  the  water  carriage 
system.  A number  of  privy  middens  have  been  converted  to 
chemical  closets  by  the  owners  in  response  to  my  approaches, 
and  I am  most  grateful  for  their  co-operation.  During  the 
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year  eighteen  Improvement  Grants  were  approved.  The  intro- 
duction of  Standard  Grants  should  encourage  more  property 
owners  to  modernise  their  premises  and  thus  provide  satisfactory 
units  of  accommodation  in  accordance  with  present  day  require- 
ments. It  is  a sad  thought  in  this  age  of  scientific  discovery 
and  space  research  that  all  over  the  country  two  and  three 
households  still  suffer  the  indignity  of  sharing  an  outside  W.C., 
and  I am  of  the  opinion  that  legislation  should  be  passed  so 
that  owners  of  suitable  houses  lacking  in  amenities  could  be 
compelled  to  improve  t-heir  properties  with  the  assistance  of 
grants. 

Housing. 

During  the  year  the  New  Street  Clearance  Area  and  the 
Church  Street  Clearance  Area  were  represented  by  the  Medical 
Officer  and  the  ensuing  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  were 
subsequently  confirmed  following  a Public  Enquiry  at  the  Town 
Hall.  Twenty-six  houses  were  included  in  these  areas,  and 
seventeen  other  individual  properties  were  represented  as  being 
unfit.  Seventeen  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  and 
two  houses  were  closed. 

During  1959,  18  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  and 
82  by  private  enterprise. 

Four  certificates  of  disrepair  were  issued  and  one  under- 
taking from  a landlord  was  carried  out.  At  the  end  of  the 
financial  year  the  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  was 
564. 

Pestology,  Disinfestation  and  Rodent  Control. 

The  department  continues  to  offer  free  advice  and  treatment 
of  infestations  of  dwelling  houses.  Business  premises  are  dealt 
with  at  cost  of  treatment.  125  visits  were  made  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  rodent  infestations. 

Petroleum  Acts. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  17  premises  were  licensed  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Acts. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

A decrease  in  the  amount  of  grit,  etc.,  deposited  in  the 
gauge  at  Carr  Lodge  Park  has  been  recorded.  The  amount 
falling  on  Horbury  during  1959  was  130  tons  per  square  mile 
as  against  183  tons  per  square  mile  in  1958.  Due  to  the  fact 
that  the  rainfall  was  a third  less  in  1959  than  in  the  previous 
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year  it  would  be  unwise  to  draw  optimistic  conclusions  on  the 
basis  of  the  1959  figures,  although  reference  to  the  table  showing 
the  total  solids  collected  over  the  period  from  1950  to  date  (Table 
1QA)  shows  that  in  1952,  1953  and  1955,  when  the  rainfall  was 
similar  to  that  of  1959  the  solids  deposited  were  20% — 50% 
greater.  While  too  much  emphasis  should  not  be  placed  on  the 
relationship  of  annual  rainfall  to  annual  deposits  I think  it  would 
be  fair  to  assume  a slight  improvement.  Whether  local  housewives 
inspecting  the  soot  on  their  washing,  or  the  smuts  on  their 
babies’  prams  would  agree  with  this  assumption  I am  inclined 
to  doubt. 

I feel  sure,  however,  that  there  is  a far  greater  public 
awareness  of  the  advantages  of  clean  air.  The  press  has  played 
a large  part  in  this  by  running  lengthy  articles  on  the  subject, 
supported  by  advertisements  of  attractive  domestic  appliances 
and  smokeless  fuels. 

From  unofficial  figures  given  to  me  it  would  appear  that 
sales  of  smokeless  fuels  have  increased  by  20  to  25  per  cent  over 
the  last  few  years  in  the  Horbury  district — a significant  figure  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  no  compulsory  smoke  control  areas  have 
yet  been  made. 

Local  progress  in  the  way  of  Compulsory  Smoke  Control 
Areas  must  necessarily  be  slow  so  long  as  no  national  agree- 
ment is  forthcoming  regarding  “concessionary”  coal.  The 
sooner  a decision  is  taken  at  national  level,  the  better,  and  if 
such  a decision  is  not  quickly  made,  the  Council  should  resolve 
to  press  on  with  smoke  control  areas.  The  recent  resolution  to 
make  the  new  central  development  smokeless  is  welcomed  as  a 
move  in  the  right  direction. 


Conclusion. 

In  conclusion  I would  draw  your  attention  to  the  following 
tables  which  indicate  the  work  of  the  department  and  offer  my 
thanks  to  my  assistant  and  the  officers  and  Members  of  the 
Council  who  have  co-operated  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report  and  throughout  the  year.
